Dzerzhinsky died at his home in the 
IKkremlin, with his wife and son at 
the bedside, three hours after he 
had delivered an impassioned ad- 
dress at a plenary session_of the 
Communist party’s Executive Com- 


mittee, 

The news spread like wildfire 
through Moscow, creating a pro- 
found stir in official and~Ccom- 
munist circles. 

The city was gay and light-heart- 
ed early in the afternoon, when 
thousands poured out to greet 
Douglas Fairbanks and Mary Pick- 
ford, making the change al] the 
more marked when flags drapedV¥in 
crepe were hurg from all officinl 
buildings, as the newsboys shouted 
the extras announcing the com- 
missary’s death. 

High members of the Foreign Of- 
fice declared Dzerninsky’s passing 
would be acutely felt. 

Head of Political Police. 

While continuously the nominal 
head of the G. P. U., or state polit- 
ical police, ~Dzerhinsky was re- 
garded as one of Russia's biggest 
organizing minds, and tackled the 
tremendous problem of building up 
the country’s ruined industries. 
r<“WwyPking indefatigably in the Su- 
weeme Economic Council, he was 
simultaneously the leading spirit in 
many other fields of endeavor, 
fighting bureaucracy and champion. 
ing the causes of cfficieney and 
economy. 

Admitting that he was a strict 
disciplinarian, officials today as- 
serted that the stories of gross 
cruelty attributed to him as head 
of the G. P. U. were largely exag- 
gerated. They declared-he showed 
remarkable ability to maintain rev- 
oWitionary rigor more by the power 
of his personality than by punitive 
measures. 

Dzerzhinsky, who was 49 years 
old, long was one of the trusted 
lieutenants of Lenine, although 
personally of a dreamy tempera- 
ment and mild manner, he was in- 


flexible in his pursuit of those 
whom he considered enemies of 
the soviet republic. 

Would “Incineratc.” 


AS he once expressed it, he con- 
sidered it his-dutv as head of the 
Cheka “neither to judge nor par- 
don, but to incinerate everyone who 
's on the other side of the barri- 
cade.” “In this desperate struggle 
of two worlds, thers is no third 
way,” he Was once quoted as say- 
ing, “those who are not with us 
are against us.” 

Dzerzhinsky originally was a 
member of the social Democratic 
party of Poland, but entered the 
Russian party, together with the 
Polish Social Democratic group in 


ts of. 


1906. During his life he spent 11 
years in prison because of his revo- 


years of penal servitude. He was 
exiled three times, escaping each 
time. 

At the time of the Russian revo- 
tution in 1917, Dzerzhinsky was 
still serving a term of itmprison- 
ment, but was freed after a gen- 
eral amnesty had been declared. 
He went to Petrograd in August, 
1917, and supported the Bolshe- 
viki, being elected to the Central 
Executive Committee. -He was a 
member of the War Revolutionary 
Committee with whom ali power 
rested in the days of the October, 
1917, coup d'etat. 

Later he became known as one 
of the chief heads of the Govern-

CHICAGO, July 21.—Close be- 
hind a heat wave to which in the 
last few days 42 deaths have been 
attributed, thunderclouds were 
traveling east and southward from 
the ‘northwest today, bringing re- 
lief for swelting millions.

HEROISM AT BLAST 
IN NAVY ARSENAL 


|Capt. O. C. Dowling Tesgti- 
fies at Court of Inquiry 
From Invalid’s Chair 
With Bandage Over Eye 


TWO MEN WOUNDED 
PUTTING OUT FIRES 


Third Private Saved Life 
‘ of Commander, Blinded 
by Bolt of Lightning, by 
Leading Him to Safety. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 21.—Seated 
in an invalid’s chair, his face 
bruised and a bandage covering 
one of his eyes, Capt. O. C. Dowl- 
ing told the Naval Court of Inquiry 
a dramatic’ story of the origin of 
the disaster on July 10 that took 
a toll of 21 lives and caused dam- 
age estimated at nearly $90,000,- 
000. 

It was a tale of heroism, in 
which two men, both patients at 
the. Naval Hospital at Brooklyn, 
worked with shefis exploding all 
around them to pur out fires and 
prevent further loss of life. Capt. 
Dowling’ told how his own life had 
been saved by Private Casimer 
Kensick of the Marines, whose 
home is in Hamtramck, near De- 
troit, Mich. 

“l was sitting on the porch of 
my residence at the northern end 
of the reservation when the storm 


came,” Capt. Dowling said. “It 
was not a very severe storm. I 
began fo count the flashes of 


lightning, thinking’ I could tell how 
near or a were. The flashes seemed 
to be nearly a mile away, well out 
of the reservation. I counted eight 
flashes, which included the last 
one. 

Knocked Down in Road. 

“A few minutes later the tele- 
phone rang. It was the sentry at 
the south gate. He was after- 
wards killed. He said a fire had 
started in one of the magazines. I 
hopped in my car an@ opened it 
up to about 50, heading for’ the 
south gate. I slowed down for a 
party of Marines, thinking to load 
some of them in the car. 

“My car was stopped on the road. 
I could see a curl of heavy black 
smoke arising from either store- 
house No, 1 or storehouse No. 8, 
I don't know which one. I had 
just stepped to the road. My hand 
was on the door of my car. There 
came a terrific flare. Both store- 
houses disappeared. I was knocked 
down on my face. I was dazed and 
blinded. I got.up and groped along 
my car. 

“Private Kensick took my arm 
and helped me along. I could set 
nothing. I was too dazed even to 
notice other explosions. He finally 
got me into the army arsenal 
grounds, which adjoin. 

“TI was so dazed I did not hear 
the following explosions, but I 
could feel their impulses, and we 
were knocked to the ground several 
times. My eyesight began to clear, 
I looked around. The whole ex- 
ploded area was ablaze, a terrible 
fire that leaped hundreds of feet 
into the air. We went back to the 
navy arsenal and fought our way 
through to the power plant, where 
I tried to formulate a plan of ac- 
tion.” 

Water Pressure Falls. 

“Being alone, I went down the 
inner section looking for fires. I 
saw about 30 blazing buildings. but 
none of these had explosives in it. 
I went back.to search my resi- 
dence. The family was not there. I 
returned to the fire area. I real- 
ized the hopelessness of me trying 
to do anything and I .decid«d to 
abandon the area. I worked my 
way out and got to Dover Hospital, 
where I was treated.” 

At the power plant, Capt. Dowl- 
ing found Chief Division Clerk 
Wadhams, whose wife was killed. 
Capt. Dowling instructed him to 
remain at the power plant and 
keep it going. At this point, Oapt. 
Dowling said, he decided little 
could be dofie to save the other 
storehouses. Shells were bursting 
all around him and debris. hurt- 
ling from above. fell beside him 
wherever he went, 

“I returned to my own quarters,” 
he said. “Private Kensick wae

over county offices, not for Unit- 
ed States senatorships, that brings 
out the big vote in the rural sec- 
tions. 

Senate a Long Way Off. 

To most Missourians the United 
States Senate and Washington are 
a long way off. They never have 
any dealings with a Senator anil 
cannot foresee ahy condition «hat 
‘would bring a Senator close ‘o 
them. The county ass*ssor, how- 
ever, the collector, the Sheriff, the 
Prosecuting Attorney and the pre- 
siding Judge of the county coyrt 
are officials with whom ihey have 
or may have business dealings at 
any time. They know one or inore 
of the candidates intimately and 
they are enuinely interested in 
who gets e little local offices. 

If the United States senatorship 
was the only office to which candi- 
dates aspired for the nomination. 
there would not be a handful of 
votes in any of thee counties. 
but the boys and girls will troop 
in from the countryside to vote for 
Bill Smith or Jim Jones for col- 
lector. 

Republicans, having no candi- 
dates of their own party’to vote 
for, aS a general rule do not vote 
in the primary, though in each 
county there are from 500 to 1000 
Republicans who become interested 
in the Democratic contests and 
vote. This practice is not as prev- 
alent as it was a few years ago, 
however, watchers for candidates 
having formed a habit of challeng- 
ing Republicans. Still, there are 
many whose political leanings are 
in sufficient doubt to enable them 
to vote. 


Hawes Tikely to Ponefit. 

Tt was said in several of these 
counties that virtually all of the 
“allen” vote, which in fact will 
have no real interest in who is the 
Democratic nominee for Senator.

Agent for Midwest Dairies Tes- 


fifies at Conspiracy Trial of 
New York Ex-Official, 


ee

NEW YORK, July 21.——Western 
dairy men could pay 2% cents 
graft on a quart of crear and still 
‘sell it at a profit in New York city 
in competition with nearby dairies, 
it was testified in General Sessions 
Court. 

The story was told by Samuel 
Doner of Dewart, Pa., representa- 
tive of Ohio, Wisconsin, Michigan 
and Indiana ‘dairies, at ‘the trial of 
William H. Kehoe, former Assis- 
tant Corporation Counsel, charged 
with*®conspiracy in eonnection with 
the operations of an alleged boot- 
leg’ milk ring through whose oper- 
ation cream and milk prohibited 
by city ordinance Was sold to New 
Yorkers. 

Doner, a@- prosecution witness, 
identified checks yotaling $22,900, 
'which he had paid to Kehoe for 
‘the illegal admission of cream. 
|The checks, Doner said, were is- 
/ sued weekly at the rate of $1 graft 
-on each 4@*quart can of fiegal 
e¢ream Kehoe and other members 
of the alleged bootleg milk ring 
permitted him to sell in the Metro- 
politan district. He testified that 
he had offered to pay $2 for the 


capacity.
